Letter  Mon  Back  With  Promising 

New  Material. 

With  the  first  football  game  of  the 
scnhoii  less  than  a  week  off,  the  Col¬ 
lege  Bearcats  arc  rounding  into  first- 
class  shape  under  the  tutalagc  of 
Coaches  Lawrence  and  Jones.  After  a 
training  period  which  lias  lasted  since 
a  week  before  the  begining  of  tlie  fall 
quarter,  the  squad  has  gradually  round¬ 
ed  into  shape,  and  those  who  forecast 
say  that  a  brilliant  season  awaits  them.
